The coroner's Jury found that 
drowning was accidental daa to oVOf- 
loadlng of the boat.

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LIBERTY AND TYRANNY 

The history of the world, since the dawn of civili- 
zation, portrays a never-ending battle between the 
forces of Liberty and Tyranny. 

Tyranny is exemplified by such different theories a.' 
Monarchy, the Divine Right of Kings, Communism, 
Fascism. Liberty too has worn many faces from the 
time the Magna Charta was wrung from King John, 
down to the establishment of democracy as we know 
It now. • . 

Today the forces of Tyranny have come into power 
in many great nations. Tliey have subjected whole 
peoples to their will, using as their weapons terrorism, 
assassination, suppression of freedom of speech, free- 
dom of action, freedom of worship. 

Liberty is always won with blood and sacrifice, and 
the United States was no exception to the rule. There 
is no more inspiring chapter in history than that telling 
of the lives and works of those who founded and 
maintained this country — of Washington, Adams, Jef- 
fcrson, Lincoln and the rest. Theirs is the spirit and 
the purpose which should govern the thoughts, actions 
and emotions of the American people today. No 
American citizen would willingly accept Tyranny, 
%vhatevcr its form — but there is grave danger that, In 
our eagerness to solve the perplexities of the present. 
we will give up rights and prerogatives that arc essen- 
tial to the preservation of a free people. 

It makes little difference whether the individual is 
subjected to the dictatorship of kings or politicians. 
It makes little difference whether liberties are destroyed 
by law or by force of arms. If wc, the American peo- 
ple, barter ancient principles for tcmporarj* benefits, 
the founders of the nation will have lived in vain,

DON'T WORRY ABOUT 

THE FARMER'S FUTURE 

There is much worry about the American farmer. 
Many believe that what seems to be his increasing de- 
pendence on governmental relief and aid, will weaken 
his traditional qualities of self-reliance and honest in- 
dividualism. 

A percentage of farmers is willing to depend upon 
political relief measures — but that percentage is ver> 
sm-11. In al* sections of the country, groups ot farm- 
ers have banded together to figln their own batth* 
and win their own victories. They regard relief a* 
being purely temporary — a lift over a particularly bjd 
place in the economic ro.id. Tliey have no intention 
of d-'Dcnding upon it for their future welfare. 

These farmers constitute the memberships of genu- 
ine business organizations, which, through expert and 
experienced management, are applying proven busines? 
methcxls to farm problems. Tlie question of supply 
and demand, o( production and marketijig methods, 
of foreign markets, of tariff walls and embargixrs — in 
brief, everything that affects the farmer — engage thtir 



attention. They work with these problems, not for a 
day or a week or a year, or until another political 
party comes into power, but continuously, permanent- 
ly. They arc here to stay. 

Those who have watched the co-ops grow and de- 
velop, have little to fear for the future of the pro- 
gressive American farmer.

K YOU PAY THE BILL 

I' According to a recent survey, the total cost of gov- 
ernment in the United States during 1934 will be about 
$17,000,000,000. Seven billion of this is being spent 
by the federal government, $2,000,000,000 by the 
states, and $8,000,000,000 by local governments. . 

In 1953, the total national income was slightly in 
excess of $*fO,000,nOO,000. Most economists believe 
that the 1934 figure will be about the same. 

As a result, government spending for the current 
year will amount to 42 per cent of all the money wc 
receive. 

The fact that part of the expenditures arc- being 
made with the aid of bond issues, which will not have 
to be paid until some future date, docs not affect the 
principle at stake. The main fact is that cost of gov- 
ernment is reaching the point where it will exceed the 
ability of the public to pay. A substantial part of 
the cost of everything wc buy is represented by taxes. 
Taxes arc part of the cost of a glass of beer or a gallon 
of gas; of a fur coat or a pair of shoes, of a towil-cai 
or a coffee-pot. The manufacturer who makes an 
article, the middleman who distributes it, the dealer 
who sells it — all arc heavily taxed, and each must: pass 
his taxes on to the ultmate consumer — you. 

It is to your interest, whether worker or employer, 
to demand that all branches of government cut ex- 
penses, precisely as businesses and individuals have been 

forced to do in order to survive. '

I am the public treasury. 

I must be kept under constant guard against loot- 
ers and despoilers.

Fresh Boston, as the cut from the 
upper part of a hog »houlder Is 
called, Is a good substitute for a loin 
roost or for pork chops. In fact, 
some people prefer It to tho loin for 
roast Tho Boston usually costs sev- 
eral cents less than loin, has a larger 
proportion of lean than any other 
pork cut, and contains less than 5 
per cent waste as compared to an 
ISpercont loss In the case of loin. 
Arallablo at many meat markets, 
boned, cured and smoked, the Boston 
is often selected Instead of ham by 
many people, regardless ot price. 

A cheap suballtuto for hlgh«prlced 
bacon may bo bought In the form of 
jowl bacon or bacon squares which 
come from tho cheek of the hog. 
These cuts are aa good as bacon for 
cooking with beans or greens and 
cost nbfrjf half as much The bnein 
end or brisket bacon, somewhat fat- 
tor than breakfast bacon, la ni.other 
good bacon substitute for frying. 

Neck bones may be used In p'ace 
of sparorlbs at a saving of more 
than 50 por cent, but Is should be 
remembered that neck bones contain 
6t per cent bone, while sparnrlbs 
average 41 per cent waste. Pork 
liver, of course. Is much heaper than 
the liver of beef or veal, and when 
smothered In onions can hardly bo 
distinguished from the mora aristo- 
cratic veal variety. Sausage la like- 
wise economical because It is reason- 
able In price and contains no waste. 
Another saving can bo made hy 
using bacon frylnga Insteml of lard 
when frying eggs, potatoes and other 
/cods. Bacon frylngs are preferred 
to lard by •many homo makers be- 
•cause of the additional flavor tha 
frylngs give to the food.

I*oo8o-ntlIng doors, rattling win- 
dows, cracks under the baseboards. In 
floors and plaster produce drafts and 
adfl monoy to the coal man's purse. 
AH of riieso are llltio things which 
should bo flxed before winter comes 
and, fortunately, require very little 
material or expense. In most casea, 
a small amount of time and labor are 
tho chief requirements, points out 
Foster 

Twenty feet of bronze weather 
stripping and 30 minutes time will 
make tlie door fit like now, A checfi 
of tho sash and rofltUngof stops will 
Improve tho windows and stop the 
leaks there. ' Plaster repairs not only 
keep tho cold air out of tho house 
but Improve the appearance of the 
home. Resetting of the carpet strip 
or shoe mold will eliminate many 
floor drafts while gun caulking may 
be purchased from tho building ma- 
terials dealer and appVed with a 
putty knife or tho screw-typo grease 
gun. 

AU of these minor repairs may bo 
done by tho handy jnan In leisure 
time at a surprisingly low cost, says 
Foster. The saving In fuel alone will 
pay for tho materials several times 
over each year, while the extra corn- 
tort and saving In health give added 
Incentive to make the repairs.

Molasses Ginger Cookies 
2/3 cupful of shortening 
14 cupful of brown sugar • 
H cupful of molasses 
14 cupful of boiling water 

1 CRg 

2 cupfuls of flour 
1 teuRpoonful of salt 
1 teaapoonful of baking powder 

% teaapoonful of baking soda 
1 teaapoonful of ginger 
1 teaapoonful of cinnamon. 
Into the mixing bowl put the short- 
ening and sugar and add tho boil- 
ing -water^ Mix a little, then Ul 
stand until tho shortening Is melter 
and the lumps have disappeared from 
the sugar. Add tho molausca. then 
add tho egg and beat well Finally 
add tho dry Ingredients sifted to- 
gether and beat until the mixture Is 
smooth. Drop by toaspoonfuls onto a 
greased baking sheet and bake at 
350 degrees F. for about 12 minutes. 
Tho dough for these cookies Is con- 
siderably softer than for other drop- 
ped cookies, so it Is well to try one 
before cooking the entire lot, to be 
sure the consistency Is just right. 



Dropped cookies aro tho easiest 
of all cookies to moke. There Is no 
rolling or cutting, no trouble In 
transferring them to tho baking 
sheet. And yet. by this method, you 
can mako delicious morsels to All the 
cooky Jar. 

The dough for dropped cookies Is 
much like tho dough for any other 
cookies, except that It Is softer— so 
soft that It can be dropped from a 
teaspoon onto a baking sheet and 
will spread during baking to give a 
flnlshed cooky that Is round and 
shapely. 

The consistency of the dough is 
very Important, and unfortunately It 
Is almost Impossible to aUte exactly 
how -much liquid and flour to use. Tho 
host plan la to resorvo several table- 
spoonfuls of tho flour In the recipe, 
sifting it separately from tho rest of 
the dry ingredients, and add It at the 
end, using only tho amount you 
need. As noon as it seems thick 
enough, bake a single cooky to test 
the dough. If It spreads unduly, you 
need more flour. If It falls to spread 
enough, you have used too much 
flour and a little liquid must bo add- 
ed. Hut It Is better to stop At the 
right point, In adding the flour^ rather 
than have to upset the propOrtons 
by adding extra liquid. When tho 
dough Is Just right, the cooky spreads 
BO that It Is fairly even across Its 
surface. 

The followng Is a recipe for good 
standard dropped cookies: 

2/8 cupful or shortening 

1 1/3 cupfuls of sugar 

1 egg 
M cupful of milk 

2 cupfuls of flour 
2 teaspoonfuls of baking powder 
M teaapoonful of salt 
H teaapoonful of vanilla (or a com- 

blhatlon of vanilla and lemt^ ex- 
tracts. 

"Cream the shortening thoroughly 
until It la very soft. Add the sugar 
gradually, creaming It Into the short- 
ening. Add the egg and beat well, 
until the mixture Is almost fluffy. Add 
the milk and flavoring, and mix well. 
Add tho dry Ingredients which have 
been sifted together, except for the 
small amount reserved for flnal addi- 
tion. Add flnal portion slowly, test- 



ing- tho 
cooky. 

When tho right consistency Is ob- 
tained, transfer the dough by tea- 
Bpoofuls onto a baking sheet, leaving 
about P/3 Inches between tho cookies 
to allow for spreading. Arranging 
them In rows makes tho beat possible 
use of tho space 

Put on the center shelf of a hot 
over— 400 R and bake for 10 or 12 
minutes, or until delicately browned 
and done. Ilemove at once onto a 
cooUng rack, using a spatula and let 
stiUid until thoroughly cooled. Then 
stow away In a tightly covered cooky 
jaf or tin. 

Variations. 

There are many additions that may 
be made to standard cookies. Be- 
loyr are some of the very popular 
variations. Comblnationa of these 
may ho made too. For Instance, nuts 
may be added to chocolate cookies, 
dates or raisins to oatmeal ones. 
These varlatfona are all made by add- 
ing the extra material to the dry In- 
gTodlonts. combining well, and finish- 
tng just as usual. It la an eosy mat- 
ter to mako your own variations ac- 
cording to your favorite combina- 
tions. 

Raisin and Nut Cookies. 

To the dry Ingredients for standard 
cookies, as above, add »^ cupful of 
chopped English walnuts and ^ cup- 
ful of chopped seedless raisins Com- 
bine well and stir Into the mixture 
JuBt as for standard cookies. 
Coonut Cookies. 

To the dry Ingredients for stand- 
ord cookies, add 1% ciipfuU of 
shredded coconut. Finish as for 
standard cookies.
